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THE FUTURE OF RADIO IX 
THE SCHOOL 



If a written description had appeared in 
a newspaper or periodical two decades ago de- 
scribing radio as it is now used for entertain- 
ment, education, and propaganda, it would 
have seemed to be the description of a fantastic- 
dream. One decade ago some of the possibil- 
ities of its use could be forecast, and now at the 
present to anticipate the future development 
of radio and to set forth its possible use in the 
school might again appear to be the mental 
revelry of a day dreamer. 

We may first anticipate in such a dream 
that all school buildings and each room of the 
building will be equipped with the latest radio 
devices. All tuning and tone will be under 
Ort L. Walter automatic control, and regulated from a cen- 

tral control board. Television will be a part of 
the radio equipment, so each room will have 
a screen for television reflection and proper shades at the window to darken the 
room. 

Syndicates or corporations will be organized to furnish educational pro- 
grams for the school, or this may become a function of the United States Bu- 
reau of Education. Thousands of schools will be served at the same time each 
day, and when the geography of South America is studied the broadcast will 
originate in South America, and be reproduced in the classroom of our school. 

In the study of social science the broadcasts will have their origin in the 
institutions being studied. The pupils can be taken on trips directly into the 
jungles of Africa, the fishing ship off the coast of Alaska, or into the battle 
front of the warring European nations where they will see before them on the 
screen what is happening, as well as hear the description of the event. 

These devices will not eliminate the need of a teacher in charge of the 
room, and probably will not materially change the total number of teachers 
on a school staff. The broadcast will be the master lesson, and the work of the 
teacher wil be to prepare the pupil for the master lesson, and to assist in the 
interpretation of the master lesson. Thus we see that the use of radio in the 
schools has just commenced. Technical details, personnel, control and cost of 
the above dreamed project are matters that can and will be worked out by men 
and women of special training.

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HISTORY OF RADIO 

On a cloudless night some 3,000 years ago, 
Queen Clytemnestra of Greece sat anxiously 
awaiting news of the siege of Troy, where King 
Agamemnon, her husband, was fighting. It 
was her sinister purpose to murder her husband 
as soon as he returned from the wars. Hence, 
she was anxious to get a quick report of the fall 
of Troy. To this end she arranged a marvel- 
ous system of signals. A watchman on a 
mountain close to Troy saw the flames of the 
burning city when the Greek soldiers entered 
it. Immediately he lighted a signal fire which 
was seen by another watchman on an island 
far out at sea. By this system of signals, the 
news traveled rapidly until it reached the pal- 
ace of the Queen. This story, told in the Iliad 
of Homer, brings to us the first example of 
communication through the air by waves of 
light.

Centuries passed. Then providence saw fit to give the world such men 
as Morse, Hertz, and Marconi. Finally, on Christmas Eve just 32 years ago 
wireless operators at their lonely posts throughout the broad Atlantic were 
exchanging greetings of the season in code. Suddenly, out of the air came the 
call CDQ! CDQ!— the signal for attention. On every ship, operators sprang 
to their instruments, thinking that somewhere a ship was in danger. But, to 
their utter amazement, there came out of the night across the sea, a woman's 
voice singing a Christmas carol. It was uncanny. Next there was a violin solo 
and at last an announcement: "All who hear this program please write to R. 
A. Fessenden, Brant Rock, Mass., U. S. A." Thus, across the tumbling Atlan- 
tic that night went forth the world's first radio broadcast. 

Today four great national networks provide education, music, entertain- 
ment, and news for the people of the United States. Whether they be Indians 
on the prairie, motorists on the lonely road, passengers on ships at sea, or fam- 
ily groups in millions of American homes — theirs is the rare privilege to listen 
when they want to what they want in accordance with the traditions of Amer- 
ican democracy.

"Oct. 7: An undefeated, unscored on Red Menace was outpointed in their 
first home game by a hard hitting Caveman eleven. Goshen, led by the de- 
fensive work of our linesmen, Biller, Kelly, Bechtel, Wohlford, Yolz, Miller and 
Higgins, played one of its finest games, scoring on the second play with Ren- 
barger carrying the ball behind perfect blocking for the six points, but losing in 
the same period on a tough break.

Goshen scored again on a 65- 
yard return of an intercepted pass by Renbarger. And again the injury ridden 
Red Menace suffered a loss. Bill Kelly, veteran end, sustained a badly broken 
thumb to put an end to his grid activities. 

GOSHEN vs. CENTRAL (So. Bend) 
22 

"Nov. 11: A down-trodden, injury hazed Crimson eleven were rather 
easily defeated by the heavy, hard charging Central team. Brilliant running 
by Preger and Smogor dazzled the Red Menace defense. The visitors scored 
three touchdowns and a safety on a blocked punt. Biller had been very capa- 
bly handling the booting assignment since the loss of Butler.

"Central of Fort Wayne won the tournament by defeating Huntington. 

GOSHEN 16, MICHIGAN CITY 26 

"For the first game of the new year, Goshen traveled to the Prison City on 
January 6, and although Goshen played good ball throughout the game they 
could not hold the Red Devils on their large floor. The gun ended the game 
in Michigan City's favor. 

GOSHEN 23, LAPORTE 27 

"January 13 brought the LaPorte cagers to Goshen for a game which turned 
out to be a rough one. Both sides lost men via the foul route. The score was 
close all through the game, but the gun ended it all with LaPorte four points 
ahead. 

GOSHEN 23, CENTRAL (So. Bend) 36 

"On January 20 the Central Bears came to Goshen boasting one of the 
strongest teams in the state. They proved their point in a fast game which 
ended 23-36. 
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GOSHEN 21, SOUTH SIDE (Ft. Wayne) 40 
"The night after the Central game the Redskins traveled to Fort Wayne 
to meet the state champions. They showed they were champions by defeating 
a determined Goshen team 21-48. 

GOSHEN 23, NAPPANEE 40 
"The Redskins met Nappanee for the second time on January 27 at Nap- 
panee. Throughout the game Goshen could not cope with the fast break of 
the Bulldogs and were defeated 23-40. 

GOSHEN 40, RILEY (So. Bend) 21 
"The Riley Wildcats came to Goshen on February 3, ready to hand the 
Redskins their fourteenth defeat of the season. The Redskins pulled a surprise 
and built up a 17-1 lead at halftime. Not letting down in the second half Go- 
shen went on to win 40-21.

"In a special game February 7, Goshen defeated Millersburg 54-19 for 
their third win of the season. The Millers could not keep up with the fast break 
used by the Redskins in this game.

"Goshen met Elkhart for the second time on February 17, but on the 
Blazers' home floor. Using a fast break and quick passes, the Blazers had their 
own way all through the game. Elliot and Swihart were the leading scorers 
for Elkhart. Shelton was high for Goshen. 

GOSHEN 42, COLUMBIA CITY 40 
"Goshen ended the season with a 42-40 win over Columbia City. The Red- 
skins got off to an early lead but Columbia City soon closed the gap and pulled 
away to lead in the closing minutes. Goshen tied the score and just before the 
gun ended the game, Bickel sank a long shot from the center of the floor and 
gave Goshen the game. 

SECTIONAL TOURNEY 

"Goshen drew the bye in the Sectional Tourney held at Elkhart, March 
2-3-4, then met Elkhart in the second round of play. This was the third time 
the Blazers and the Redskins met during the '38-'39 season, and again Elk- 
hart's fast break and smooth floor work downed the Redskins. The final score 
was 38-14, Elkhart. 

"Thus the Redskins ended their 1938-39 basketball season with four wins 
and eighteen defeats. Although the record was not a good one, every member 
of the squad fought his hardest and gave all he had in every game played. 

"The seniors on the squad were: Captain, Bill Kelly, Dick Cramer, Zuke 
Biller, Ned Wohlford, Jack Martin, Dean Yoder, and Herb Higgins. 

"Redskins that will see action next year: Junior Shelton, high scorer of 
this year's team, Earl Arnold, Abe Hoogenboom, Bill Stose, and Phil Bickel. 
Others who will see action next year are Borden, Claybaugh, Koch, Kiel, Mey- 
ers, Haney, Whitmer, Priser, Fancil, Swaim, and Lindhorn."

TRACK 

"Track has been struggling for several years for recognition as a major 
sport in G. H. S. The seasons of '35, '36, and '37 were formative years and were 
increasingly successful. 
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"Student interest increased and in 1938 a good season was enjoyed and 
the turnout among the boys was exceptionally fine. Many stars were lost by 
last year's graduation, especially in the dashes and hurdles. 

"Coach Lorin Evans started off the season this year by taking a team of 
seven men to represent Goshen High in the annual Gary Invitational Relays, 
at Notre Dame, April 1, 1939. The seven in attendance from Goshen garnered 
9 points for a creditable showing against classy competition. 

"At the first showing of spring the nucleus of veterans and a squad of re- 
cruits began training for outdoor meets. For the first time in many years a 
track captain was elected to represent the squad. This year's captain was Raj- 
Miller, a senior, and member of the squad for four years. 

"A triangular meet with Xappanee and Wakarusa, scheduled for April 7 
on Foreman Field, was called off because of bad weather. 

"The initial trial for the Red Ramblers came on April 11 when Warsaw 
invaded Foreman Field for a dual meet. The balanced power of the Ramblers 
overcame W arsaw's threat and netted a close decision for Goshen, 50-59. 

"The Ramblers travelled to Garrett on April 14 to tackle the railroaders 
in a dual meet. Hampered by the rain and cold weather, no records were 
broken. Farl Arnold, Goshen's ace, was the individual star of the meet, but 
the Crimson thinlies lost out in the stretch and fell bv a seven-point margin, 
58-51. 

"The South Side Archers of Fort Wayne surprised the Ramblers by walk- 
ing away with a dual meet on Foreman Field on April 20. The Crimson thin- 
lies were not left out entirely, however, as they succeeded in establishing two 
new all-time G. H. S. records. Farl Arnold set a new broad jumping record 
by leaping 20 feet 10 inches. The mile relay team also wiped out the record 
set in 1934 by cutting two and a half seconds off the old record. The relay 
team is composed of George Long, Dick Haynes, Karl Arnold, and Ray Miller, 
who ran in that order to establish their record. The final score of the meet 
was Fort Wayne, 69^4; Goshen, 39J4- 

"The Ramblers scored an easy win over Nappanee's 10-man track team 
in a dual meet on Foreman Field, April 26. The score was Goshen, 71 ; Nap- 
panee, 39. 

"On Saturday, April 29, Goshen was host to track squads from Flkhart, 
Michigan City, and LaPorte. This proved a fine day for the meet as is evident 
from the results. Flkhart won by a good margin, garnering 85j/> points; Mich- 
igan City was a rather surprise runner-up on the basis of their obtaining 66J/> 
points ; Goshen nosed out LaPorte by getting 36 points to 33 points for La- 
Porte. Two new meet and track records were set: one by Dale Swihart, of 
Flkhart in the high hurdles with a mark of 16 seconds flat; the other was by 
Beehan of Michigan City in the 200-yard low hurdles with a mark of 23.7, 
almost a full second better than the old record. Goshen's mile relay team kept 
their slate clean in outdoor competition by beating their G. H. S. record, estab- 
lished two weeks previously, by more than three seconds. 

"Other meets were: May 6, Conference Meet at Fast Chicago; May 13, 
Sectional Meet at Flkhart; May 16, dual meet with Kendallville at Goshen; 
May 20, State Meet at Indianapolis. 

"Some other dual meets are tentative, as a practice for the Sectional and 
State Meets."
